Memoirs of the Lirs of FERNANDO CORTES, the 
conqueror of Mexico, 
[CONTINUED FROM PAGE 2656. ] 


A FEW days after this victory, a courier arrived with aa account 
that the Mexicans had taken arms, and having deflroyed his brigan- 
tines, had attacked the Spaniards, in their quarters, had killed feveraland 
wounded more, had reduced to afhes their magazine of provifions and 
carried on hoftilities with fuch fury, that, though Alvarado and his 
men defended themfelves, with undaunted refolution, they muft either 
be foon cut off by famine, or fink under the multitude of their enemies. 
This revolt was excited by motivesthat rendered it {till move alarming. 
On the depariure of Cortes for Zempoalla, the Mexicans flattered 
themfelves, that the long expected opportunity of reftoring their: Sov- 
ereign to liberty was now arrived, Confultations being held with this 
intention, the Spaniards in Mexico could not but fufpe&t and dread 
their machinations. Alvarado, though a gallant officer, had not the 
talents of Cortes, and knew no mode of fupporting his authority but 
by force. At one of the folemn feftivals, when the principal — 
in the empire were dancing in.the court of the great Temple, he feiz- 
ed all the avenues that Jead to it, and, animated by the idea of cutting 
off at once the authors of the confpiracy he dreaded, he fell upon 
them, unarmed and unfufpicious of danger, and maffacred 2 great num- 
ber. The revolt, therefore, was the natural confequence of this a- 
trocious aétion, which filled the whole empire with indignation and 
rage. 

Cortes loft not a moment in returning to Mexico, The tranfports 
of joy with which he was received by Alvarado and his foldiers were 
inexpreflible. But Cortes, as if intoxicated with fuccefs, behaved not 
on this occafion with his ufual fagacity and attention. He not only 
neglected to vilit Montezuma, bui rmbittered the infult by contempt- 
nous words, that were overheard by fome Mexicans, who underftood 
the Spanith language, and who, reporting them to their countrymen, 
ninsdicd their vengeance, ‘Vhey now relumed their attacks with ad- 
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ditional fury. Their numbers were formidable, and their undaunted 
courage ftill more fo ; and, though the artillery {wept off multitudes at 
every difcharge, it was with the utmoft difficulty that they were pre- 
vented from forcing their way into the Spanifh fortifications. 

As foon.as the approach of evening induced the Mexicans to retire, 

in compliance with their national cuftom of ceafling from hoftilities 
with the fetting fun, Cortes began to prepare tor a fally, with fuch 
a confiderable ecm as might compel them to liften to terms of ac- 
commodation. But the Mexican army was greatly augmented by 
freth troops, that poured in continually from the country. They 
fought with unabated. fury. Wohere-ever the Spaniards could clofe 
with them, the fuperiority of difcipline and arms obliged them to give 
way ; but, in the narrow ftreets, and where many of the bridges were 
broken down, they could feldom come toa fair encounter, and the 
Spaniards were expofed to fhowers of arrows and ftones from the tops 
of the houfes. Atter a day of inceflant exertion, though vaft numbers 
of the Mexicans fell, and part of the city was burnt, the Spaniards were 
compelled to retire, with the unufual calamity of having twelve fol- 
diers killed, and above fixty wounded. In another fally, equally in- 
effectual, the General himfelf was wounded in the hand. 
. One refource ftill remained in the interpofition of Montezuma. 
When the Mexicans approached next morning to renew the affault, 
that unfortunate Prince advanced to the battlements, with all the 
pomp in which he ufed to appear on folemn occafions. At fight of 
their Sovereign, there was every appearance of the moft profound re- 
{peét, and almoft adoration. Montezuma urged every argument that 
could perfuade them to ceafe from hoftilities. But no fooner had he 
ended his harangue, than their rage kindled a-new ; flights of arrows, 
and vollies of ftones, were poured in upon the ramparts ; two. arrows 
wounded the unhappy Menarch, and the blow of a flone firuck him 
to the ground. Remorle inflantly fucceeded to rage; and, as if the 
vengeance of heaven were purfuing their crime, the Mexicans fled ou 
allfides. Montezuma, being carried to his appartments, feorned to 
furvive this Jat humiliation. In a tranfport of rage, he tore the band- 
ages from his wounds, and, refufing to take any nowiflhment, he 
fuon ended his wretched days, reje€ting with difdain all the folicitations 
of the Spaniards to embrace the Chriftian faith. 

_A fudden motion of the Mexicans now engaged Cortes ih new con- 
flitts. They took poffeflion of a high tower in the great Temple tha: 
overlooked the Spanifh quarters. From this poft Juan de Eicobar, 
with a band of chofen foldiers, was ordered to diflodge them. But, 
this gallant officer being thrice repulfed, Cortes ordered a buckler to 
be tied to his own wounded arm, and, ruthing with his drawn fword 
into the thickeft of the combatants, drove the Mexicans to the platform 
at the top of the tower, There.adreadful carnage began, when two 
young Mexicans of high rank, obferving Cortes as he animated his 
foldiers by his voice and his example, refolved to facrifice their own 
lives, in order to cut off at ofice the author of all their calamities. 
They feized him in a moment, and hurried him to the battlements, o- 
‘ver which they threw theinfelves headlong, in hopes of dragging hin 
with them to be dafhed in pieces by the fame fall. But Cortes broke 
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loole from their rafp, and the gallant youths perifhed in this generous 
attempt to fave their country. As foon as the Spaniards were matters 
ot the:tower, ‘they fet fire to it, and immediately made preparations to 
evacuate this hoflile city. | 

They began to move towards midnight in three divifions. Sandoval 
led the van ; Alvarado and Velafquez de Leon hed the condué of the 
rear; and Cortes commanded in the centre, where he placed the ar- 
tillery, the baggage and a portable bridge of timber, intended to be 
aid over:the breaches in the caufeways. Marching in profound fi- 
tence, they reached the firft breach in the caufeway of “Tacuba with- 
out moleftation, hoping that their retreat was undifcovered. But, while 
they were intent upon placing their bridge in the bieach, they were 
fuddenly alarmed with the tremendous found of warlike inflruments; 
the lake was covered with canoes; and the affault was impetuous ih 
every quarter, Unfortunately, the’ wooden bridge, by the weight ef 
thevartillery, was immoveably wedged into the fones and mud. They 
00 ental advanced therefore to the fecond breach, hemmed in on 
ail fides, and crowded together on a narrow caufew.¥, where their mil- 
itary fkit could be of little ufe. The Spaniards, weary with flaughter, 
began to give way. Ina moment the confufion was univerfal ; horfe 
and toot, ofhcers-and foldiers, friends and foes, were mingled together; 
and, while all fought and many fell, it was difficult to diftinguifh from 
what hand came the blow. : 

“Cortes, with about a hundred foot foldiers and a few horfe, forced 
his*way over the two remaining breaches in the caufeway, the bodies 
of the deadderved to fill up the chafms. Having formed them as foon 
as he reached the main land, he returned to affift the reft in their retreat. 
dHemet with part of his foldiers, who had broken through the enemy, 
but found many more overwhelmed by multitudes, or perifhing in the 
lake;° and he heard the pitious lamentations of others, when the 
Mexicans, having taken a live, were carrying off to be facrificed to 
the godofwar. Before day, all who had efcaped, aflembled at ‘Facu- 
ba. But when the morning dawnéd, and difcovered to the view of 
Cottes his {hattered« battalion, reduced to lefs than half its number, 
the remembrance of fo many gallant followers who had fallen in that 
nisht of forrew, pierced him with fach anguifh, that, while he was 
forming their ranks, his foldiers obferved the tears trickling from ‘his 
eyes, and remarked with much fat'sfaétion, that, while attentive to the 
duties of a*general, he was not infenfible to the teelings of a man. 

Inthisfatal retreat Velafquez de‘Leon, and many officers of diftinc- 
tion, perifhed. Ail the artillery, ammunition, and baggage were loft ; 
and the greater part of the horfes, with above 2000 Tlafcalans, were 
kitled. Amid fo many dilafters, it was fome confolation, however, 
to find that Auguila and Marina, the two tmterpreters had efcaped.

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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
MADRAS, January 19, 1792. 
INTELLIGENCE EXTRAORDINARY. 

Accounts are immediately received by government, of the entire de- 
feat of one of Tippoo’s principal detachments, commanded by a con- 
fidential General. 

The followiug are the only authenticated particulars which have yet 
come to hand, 

On the 28th of December, Purferam Bhow, with a detachment of 
the Bombay army under Captain Little, fell in with a body of Tip- 
poo’s forces, confilling of 10,000 infantry, and 1500 cavalry: which 
they routed with almoft an incredidle lofs on the part of the enemy. 

The aétion took place at Semogu; about one hundred and twenty 
miles, to the North Weft of Seringapatam, on the borders of the Bed- 
nore country. 

The General who commanded the Sultan’s forces, ten guns, with 
the elephants, and all the camp equipage were taken. 

Nothing is at prefent afcertained of our lofs except that Lieut. Rofs 
of the Bombay eftablifhment, and a handful of Europeans under his 
command, had fallen in the engagement. 

/GRAND Army. 

The army encamped, fome miles to the weftern of Severn Droug, 
on the high road to Seringapatam, for which place, fome accounts fay 
it will march about the goth, and others the 25th of the prefent 
month, 

Col. Floyd has joined, and his regiment is in the higheft order of 
excellence and of effeétual ftrength both as to men and horfes. 

Colonel Duff with the royal artillery, and battering train was on the 
13th inftant, within a few miles of the grand army, which he was eX- 
petted to join next morning. 

_ The fituation of the prefent encampment, is very ftrong, command- 
ing a view of the Myfore-hill, and the Pagoda of Melgottah, the line 
runs from N. E. to S. W. 

On the 12th his Lordihip formed an advance confifting of the 7:1{t 
regt. and 5th brigade, Lieut. Col. Baird’s ; the whole commanded, by 
Lieut. Col. Maxwell; they are about four miles in front of the line. 

_ We learn that a camp was feen from fome of the high grounds in 
front of our advance, fuppofed to be an army of obfervation to wat by 
our motions. 

The troops are in the higheft {pirits, and anxioufly with for the word 
** Advance !” , 

_ The magazine at Outra Droug is compleated, and provifions pout 
into the camp from afl quarters; fo that the daily fupplies, are 
much more than fufficient tor the daily confumption. 

The order obferved in camp is great to a degree of aflonifhment, 
and it appears more like a we'l regulated city, of peaceful inhabitants, 
than an army on the eve of marching to engage the enemy ! 

Gren. ABERCROMBIES ARMY. 

By ivtelligence received trom the Malabar'coalt of the 24th ultimo 
we learn, that the army was lately employed in getting the battering 
train ftores, and provifions up the Paddecharum pafs. 
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The great fall of rain had impeded the General's operations fo 
that he cannot poflibly arrive at Perriapatnam fo early as he had ex- 
pected. . 

The gallant Colonel Hartly commands the referve, which is to lead 
until the whole joins Lord Cornwallis. 

Captain Beafton is ordered by his Lordfhip, to examine the roads, 
and woods, to the right and left of the general route to Seringapatam : 
he marched with a party for that purpofe on the sft inftant. 

CAPTURE OF SEVERN DROUG. 

The firing of three guns was the fignal for the florm, whilft the 
band with infinite effett, played * Britons ftrike home.” 

Climbing from rock to reck and pafling the deep ravines of the 
mountain, the party reached the fummit; the enemy fled with terror 
and furprife at the gallant efforts they faw, after firing a few mufquets, 
and throwing a fmall quantity of rockets, which did no execution. 

Captain Monfon carried the works to the right, with much gpailant- 
ry. He was fent merely to fcour the wall and works and prevent an 
infilading fire, but fecing the contufion of the enemy, he clofely pur- 
fued them, entering five different gates immediately on their heels, a 
ftand was made at the lait, where a Killedar and two or three hun- 
dred of the enemy were killed, 

Lord Cornwaliis was a fpeétator of the whole ; his orders explain 
his fentiments, and his warm approbation of the fpirited conduct of 
the troops. :

he faw the Pettac carried by allault: he then thought it a folly to 
wake any further refiflance and therefore furrendered immediately.

On the fall of Severn Droug, Colonel Stuart was detached agarnit 
Outre Droug, and ou the 22d ult. he fummoned the place to furren- 
der giving the Killedar two hours to confider his fituation, and deliver 
his anfwer. ‘The time expired, and no anfwer was given; a detach- 
ment confifting of four companies of Europeans, and two battalions 
of Sepoys, under the command of Captain Richard Scott, of the Ben- 
gal eitablifhment, was then ordered to ftorm the Pettah, which they 
did with equa! {pirit and fuccels, 

A parly was now requefted by the Killedar, and accepted to by Capt. 
Scott; but it was foon difcovered, that he meant no more than to fa- 
vor fome dark defign, as the garrifon were perceived to bring two guns 
to bear at gur party, and preparing to tran{port three others, to the 
fame {pot. 

This circumftance fo contrary to the rules of war, convinced Capt. 
Scott, that there was no intention of giving up the fort, and that he had 
not a moment to lofe; the conference therefore breke off, and an ef- 
calade was immediately ordered ; and the fort was bravely carried ina 
few minutes: fifty of the garrifon were put to death ; many more were 
wounded, anda ftill greater number threw themfelves down the rock, 
by which they muft inevitably have perifhed. Our lofs is trifling; on- 
ly two Europeans flightly wounded.

FESHE National Affembly, to whom I have imparted the letter which 
yon direéted to me, has given deferved applaufe ta the behavi- 
our of M. du Routour, and has defired me to teflify to him its fatistac- 
tion thereupon, and to forward to him the honorable Medal which has 
been decreed for him by the Humane Society of Mailachufetts. 

The National Affembly at the fame time direGed me to’ write to 
you, and to exprefs how fenfible it was to the earneft care taken by 
that fociety to reward in fo flattering a manner a French citizen. The 
happy revolution which has been effected in this empire, will draw 
more clofely thofe ties which had already united the American and 
French nations: thus linked together, in f{pite of the diltance which 
feparates them, they will have but one and the fame fpirit, and will 
be in no competition but in thofe virtues, which the love of liberty 
and patriotifm infpire. The whole world will be folicitous to pay a 
juft homage to the benevolent citizens who, impelled by the generous 
ardour of rendering themfelves ufeful to their fellow men, have form- 
ed an affociation under the fublime title of the Humane Society ot 
Maffachufetts, inftituted to relieve the unfortunate, and to reward thofe 
who imitate its noble intention. 

The Reprefentatives of the French nation do folemnly undertake, 
in the name of their conftituents the fame engagement, and the whole 
nation, free hereatter from the yoke which reftrained its native be- 
nevolence, will form but one philanthropic focsty which will keep 
up, with that of Maffachufetts, a happy intercourfe of virtues and fra- 
ternal regard which no other interefts will ever be able to mterrupt. 
This isthe vote of tha National Affembly, and you, Sir, are requefted 
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by them to communicate thefe fentiments to the Humane Society of
